No freedom is absolute. 
Responsibility must accompany any form of 
freedom or freedom becomes anarchy and chaos. 
That’s the lesson that’s to be learned from the 
student unrest demonstrations that have erupted 
in California, New York, Pennsylvania and Flori­ 
da. It’s not a new one. 
Students always have been students. They love 
to demonstrate and most of them are suckers 
for mob psychology. Many of today’s conserva­ 
tives were liberals, even radicals, on the col­ 
lege campuses of yesterday. 
So viewing with alarm should be tempered w ith 
I remember when. 
Some college administrations have been lax. 
They have emphasized freedom to the point of 
encouraging anarchy. 
Parents are to blame. They have not disciplined 
their children or taught them responsibility. 
Life for youngsters has been too easy - -a bore. 
In some instances Communists have joined in 
demonstrations because they provide another op­ 
portunity for them to capitalize on trouble in 
this country. 
A Los Angeles newspaper recently interviewed 
a group of University of California students at 
Berkeley. They deplored the demonstrations and 
spoke out strongly against the use by some stu­ 
dents of obscene posters. 
Vulgar language on a placard carried by a 
picket is easy to identify. It involves no prob - 
lems such as those confronting those well 
meaning persons, who often are misguided in ef­ 
forts to decide what is art and what is literature. 
Any student who tries to turn a demonstration 
into a riot and who Insists on parading vulgarity 
should be bounced into jail promptly. College 
authorities should then give him walking papers 
out of the institution of higher learning. This 
should never be allowed to become a problem. 
One effective way to channel student energies 
along wholesome lines is to encourage them 
to check legal procedures by which they can 
promote their ideas before they act. 
This involves good two-way communications 
between the students and the college adminis­ 
trators, a more difficult task admittedly in 
the large universities, which are operated on 
a more impersonal basis. Parents can lay a 
good foundation for exemplary student conduct 
by teaching their children to have respect for 
the law and for legal processes. 
A properly conducted demonstration can 
be 
educational for the students. One improperly 
and illegally staged can become a catastrophe. 
Students should know what their rights are. 
They must learn to live by the rules as they 
will be compelled to do in any adult society 
worth keeping. 
But students will be students and let’s not 
be too hard on them. They are young, idealistic 
and love to champion causes. They are also in 
many instances foolish and misguided but weren’t 
we all once? And wasn’t it fun?

SNOOPING AND UNCLE SAM 
Three days of hearings by a Senate Judiciary 
subcommittee into the use of psychological tests 
by the federal government begin on Monday 
(June 7). 
TRUE OR FALSE: “ I am contented with my sex 
life.” 
The question comes not from some college 
class experiment in personality profiles, but 
from a deadly serious test given to job seekers 
by the federal 
government, according to Rep. 
Cornelius E. Gallagher (D N.J.), chairman of a 
House Government Operations subcommittee 
on government snooping among its own em­ 
ployees. 
Gallagher is one of a dedicated group of law­ 
makers who have become aroused by alleged 
government invasion of privacy in this area. 
Another House Gmvernment Operations sub­ 
committee headed by Rep. John E. Moss (D- 
C&lif.) after hearings last year issued a report 
recommending a number of changes in the 
government’s polygraph (lie detector) practices. 
A Senate Judiciary subcommittee on adminis­ 
trative practice and procedure headed by Ed­ 
ward V. Long (D Mo.) has been holding hear­ 
ings on the opening of first class mail and the 
use of electronic snooping devices. And now a 
Senate Judiciary subcommittee chaired by Sam 
J. Ervin, Jr. (D N.C.) is continuing its study of 
“to what extent psychological testing is used 
In government or financed by federal funds, 
and how the constitutional rights of federal 
employees are affected by it.” 
THE USE OF LIE DETECTORS on federal 
employees has long been a matter of con­ 
gressional investigation, despite the growing 
dubiety about the value of polygraph tests. F.B.I. 
Director J. Edgar Hoover told the Warren Com­ 
mission In its Investigation of President Ken­ 
nedy's assassination: “ The F. B. I. feels that 
the 
polygraph 
technique 
is not sufficiently 
precise to permit absolute judgments of decep­ 
tion or truth without qualifications.” 


■ 
More recently, F. B. I. spokesmen on May 25 
told the 
Moss subcommittee that while the 
polygraph is useful, it can be fooled by alcohol, 
drugs, and spies. They said that they do not 
consider the instrument good enough for screen­ 
ing their own personnel. 
Washington state in March adopted a measure 
ruling out an employer’s list' of a lit' detector 
in questioning current or prospective em ­ 
ployees. Five 
states -- Alaska, California, 
Massachusetts, Oregon, and Rhode Island -- 
have sim ilar laws, and measures are under 
consideration in a handful of other states. 
The U.S. Civil 
SERVICE COMMISSION has 
long opposed the ast' of psychological tests of 
a personal nature in selecting employees. De­ 
spite Civil Service discouragement, however, 
the tests are given In tilt' I a bor Department, 
the Peace Corps, the Interior Department, and 
the Defense Department, Rep. Gallagher told 
tht' House on May 17. The Kxport-Import Bank 
on April 20 forbade such tests. 
The State Department had reviewed the use of 
this type t>f testing with the advice of outside 
experts. But on April I Sen. Ervin charged 
that the department had not given up testing 
its people on their “ innermost 
thoughts, at­ 
titudes, and religion.” An earlier rejxirt by 
Ervin’s group indicated 
that government ap­ 
plicants were asked about sex dreams, how often 
they prayed, belief in the hereafter, and whether 
they entertained thoughts “ too bad to talk about.’* 
Short of congressional inquiry, federal agencies 
are curiously devious about security tests. In 
the Dulles-McCarthy days it was denied on the 
highest authority, 
for example, 
that State 
Department employees were asked what maga­ 
zines the} read. Nevertheless, they had been.

A MEASURE OF CIVILIZATION 
“ Some folks may not think food 
is a very exciting story in this 
age of rockets and planned moon 
trips.

President Herrell DeGraff of 
the American Meat Institute, 
which is the national trade or­ 
ganization of the packing indus­ 
try. They provide the conclusion 
to a talk in which he traced 
the amazing changes in food 
production and distribution that 
have 
taken place in the last 
century. The farmer of today 
has tools, 
mechanical 
and 
chemical, plus a vast abundance 
of scientific knowledge, that 
would have seemed inconceiv­ 
able to our forefathers. And 
there is a vast industrial com­ 
plex which exists to serve his 
needs and demands. 
Then, as Mr. DeGraff went 
on to show, 
these advances 
have been paralleled by equally 
amazing advances in food pro­ 
cessing. The time the housewife 
must give to the preparation and 
service of her family’s meals 
has been cut again and again. 
And the processed and prepared 
foods cost very little more — 
in some cases, 
they acutally 
cost less than lf the raw ma­ 
terials were bought and utilized 
at a far larger expense In terms 
of labor. 
All this is only the beginning. 
The food store of tomorrow will 
be very different from that of 
today, precisely as that of to­ 
day Is so different from that of 
yesterday. 
To 
take one 
example, 
Mr. Degraff cites 
meat. 
More and more of ll 
will be sold In processed anc 
packaged form, as the prob­ 
lems 
connected with this are 
solved — and every effort Is 
being given to solving them. 
The goal is to provide a bet­ 
ter product at the most moder­ 
ate cost. 
It is a fascinating prospect. 
And Mr. DeGraff makes another 
big point. Over a period of 
about 75 years, food costs as a 
percentage of American family 
Income have gone down from 
50 per cent to less than 20 per 
cent. In his words, “ Ihave come 
to believe that the very advance 
of civilization is revealed in 
the degree and the rate at which 
food expenditures as a percent 
of Income move downward.*’

Vie TORY FOR FREEDOM 
The Supreme Court of 
the 
United States has now made it 
clear beyond question that state 
rlght-to-work laws are con­ 
stitutional, and that the state 
courts have tile power to en­ 
force these laws which, in ef­ 
fect, give a worker the right 


to gain and hold a Job whether 
or not he is a union member. 
The decision was unanimous — 
8 to 0. Justice Goldberg did 
not participate, as he 
was 
formerly Secretary of Labor 
and 
so might have been con­ 
sidered a prejudiced party to 
the dispute. 
This action concerned 
an 
argument that federal law took 
precedence, that the Issue must 
be decided by the 
National 
Labor Relations Board, and that 
the state courts were without 
authority. This was the argu­ 
ment that the court rejected. 
The right of the states to pro­ 
hibit 
unwilling, compulsory 
union membership, if they so 
choose, is now firmly estab­ 
lished. 
Rlght-to-work laws are 
in 
effect in 20 states. Strong move­ 
ments are constantly afoot to 
pass them in additional states. 
Under their terms, no employer 
can discriminate against a man 
because he Joins a union — and 
no union can prevent this em­ 
ployment lf he chooses not to 
Join. He Is a free man, who can 
accept or reject the union’s of­ 
ferings without penalty. 
It might be added that these 
laws make for more effective 
unions, doing a better job for 
their members -- for, under 
them, they must gain member­ 
ship on the basis of service 
Instead of compulsion. The Su­ 
preme Court’s unanimous deci­ 
sion is a victory for freedom, 
and for one of the most funda­ 
mental of human rights -- the 
right to work.

center Is America’s 
crossroads. There Is no agri­ 
cultural or Industrial heart of 
America. The heart of America 
Is everywhere, In all free ef­ 
forts.” 


We, as consumers, see this 
every day -- not only when we 
buy food, out of the endless 
abundance our stores offer, but 
when we buy any other kind 
of goods. The retail store — 
chain or independent, big or 
little — Is, In a way, the show 
place of the nation. Far more

Johnson now has four vacancies 
to be filled on the UJJ. Court of 
Appeals, fifth circuit, and the 
selection of these Judges will 
influence Southern race prob­ 
lems for the next decade. 
The fifth circuit tribunal for 
the South, extending from Texas 
to 
Florida, and if President 
Johnson, first Southerner to oc­ 
cupy the White House in a hun­ 
dred years, appoints the friends 
of Southern Senators to these 
positions, much of his courage­ 
ous work tor improved race re­ 
lations will be stymied, lf on 
the other hand he appoints 
judges of the caliber picked by 
Elsenhower, race relations in 
the South will go forward. 
At the moment its reported 
Johnson is planning to appoint 
his old friend Jim Coleman, 
ex-Govemor of Mississippi, to 
the fifth circuit bench. Cole­ 
man and Johnson got to know 
each other when the President 
was a young assistant to a Tex­ 
as Congressman and Coleman 
was assistant to a Mississippi 
Congressman. They have been 
friends ever since.

register at Ole Miss, and put 
him iii the Whitfield insane 
asylum.

John St en­ 
rols of Mississippi, who snubbed 
Lady Bird Johnson when she 
toured the South last fall.

nation.

C.: -- Cer­ 
tainly the FBI and the CIA are 
not alone In their knowledge 
of

cadres and espionage units In­ 
side the Dominican Republic. 
There is the hemispherically 
Influential Senor Arturo Jaure- 
gui Hurtado, whose voice — 
though strong — Is lost In the 
U.S. 
because he 
Is head­ 
quartered 
In 
Mexico City. 
There, he Is the leader 
of 
exactly 26,456,000 workers be­ 
longing to unions throughout 
North and South America. 
We are In steady communica­ 
tion, and he has authorized this 
column to use a statement from 
him which says bluntly that it Is 
“ obviously foolish” to believe 
there was no Communist terror 
Inside the rebel lines. 
Senor Jauregui (H) Is a friend 
of 
Juan Bosch. 
But Senor 
Jauregui, as General Secretary 
of the powerful Inter-Ameri­ 
can Regional Organization of 
Workers (ORIT) Is a realist. 
His view Is not from the Ivory 
tower. 
Headquarters of his affiliated 
unions throughout Latin Ameri­ 
ca and the Caribbean have been 
blasted by Communist action 
squads. 
His 
colleagues have 
been sniped at by hidden sharp­ 
shooters. 
Thus he speaks with the voice 
of a man who has not found it 
easy to fight for democracy 
on 
the ever - shifting front 
lines of lnner-clty as well as 
rural guerrilla warfare. 
“ It would be obviously foolish 
not to recognize that Commu­ 
nist elements have Intervened 
In the conflict and have caused 
a worsening of the situation by 
their agitation and terrorist 
methods and so created chaos 
and 
anarchy,” 
says Arturo 
Jauregui, In the official ORIT 
statement dispatched from his 
headquarters 
at 
Apartado 
Postal 7039, Plaz de la Re­ 
publica 30, Mexico, D. F. 
“We should unite against these 
elements and fight to over­ 
come them, not only in the Dom­ 
inican Republic, but In all the 
countries of the American con­

K EN N ET T -- Cotton chopping 
is the big farm task this week 
in Southeast M issouri. The M is­ 
souri Division of Employment 
Security 
reports that cotton 
chopping should provide work 
for all 
available farm lalxjr 
through 
the 
first 
two weeks 
in Juno. 
Strawt>erry harvest Is nearing 
completion except in the north­ 
ern section of the Bootheel. 
Harvesters 
are receiving 
7 
cents per quart for their pick­ 
ing In tile Cai*' Girardeau area. 
During the last week of straw ­ 
berry harvesting in the Kennett 
area, the M issouri State E m ­ 
ployment Service placed 1,648 
workers. Cotton chopping Is in 
full swing in this section this 
week and is paying a prevailing 
wage rate of $6 a day. 
Around Caruthersville cotton 
choppers are receiving 60 cents 
per hour for their labor. The 
Caruthersville employment of­ 
fice .supplied five crews, and 
one crew came from Blythe­ 
ville, 
Ark., 
to pick 
straw ­ 
berries In Dunklin County. 
Most chopi*rs are starting at 
60 cents an hour around Sikes­ 
ton. With the exception of a few 
farm ers, most growers will de­ 
pend on a day-haul and on-the- 
farm labor for chopping. Hous­ 
ing Ls limited In this area for 
cotton choppers therefore only 
a sm all number of out-of-area 
workers will l»e used. 
At the farm labor Information 
Station and Rest Camp on Sikes­ 
ton Route Two, 502 migrants 
used the facilities during the 
week ending May 23. Of this 
number, 47 were from Arkan­ 
sas and 455 from Texas. Their 
destinations were: 53 to I l li­ 
nois, 18 to Indiana, 362 to M ich­ 
igan, 62 to Ohio and seven to 
Wisconsin. Thus far 2,891 per­ 
sons have stopped at the Camp 
this year as compared to 3,112 
at this same time last year. 
Hay harvest hands are in de­ 
mand in the Cape Girardeau 
area where wages of $ I per hour 
or 2 cents per bale is being 
paid. Cotton chopping started 
here with wages offered at 50 
cents an hour.

No freedom is absolute. 
Responsibility must accompany any form of 
freedom or freedom becomes anarchy and chaos. 
That's the lesson that's to be learned from the 
student unrest demonstrations that have erupted 
in California, New York, Pennsylvania and Flori­ 
da. It's not a new one. 
Students always have been students. They love 
to demonstrate and most of them are suckers 
for mob psychology. Many of today’s conserva­ 
tives were liberals, even radicals, on the col­ 
lege campuses of yesterday. 
So viewing with alarm should be tempered w ith 
I remember when. 
Some college administrations have been lax. 
They have emphasized freedom to the point of 
encouraging anarchy. 
Parents are to blame. They have not disciplined 
their children or taught them responsibility. 
Life for youngsters has been too easy — a bore. 
In some instances Communists have joined in 
demonstrations because they provide another op­ 
portunity for them to capitalize on trouble in 
this country. 
A Los Angeles newspaper recently interviewed 
a group of University of California students at 
Berkeley. They deplored the demonstrations and 
spoke out strongly against the use by some stu­ 
dents of obscene posters. 
Vulgar language on a placard carried by a 
picket is easy to identify. It involves no prob - 
lems such as those confronting those well 
meaning persons, who often are misguided in ef­ 
forts to decide what is art and what is literature. 
Any student who tries to turn a demonstration 
into a riot and who insists on parading vulgarity 
should be bounced into jail promptly. College 
authorities should then give him walking papers 
out of the institution of higher learning. This 
should never be allowed to become a problem. 
One effective way to channel student energies 
along wholesome lines is to encourage them 
to check legal procedures by which they can 
promote their ideas before they act. 
This involves good two-way communications 
between the students and the college adminis­ 
trators, a more difficult task admittedly in 
the large universities, which are operated on 
a more impersonal basis. Parents can lay a 
good foundation for exemplary student conduct 
by teaching their children to have respect for 
the law and for legal processes. 
A properly conducted demonstration can 
be 
educational for the students. One improperly 
and illegally staged can become a catastrophe. 
Students should know what their rights are. 
They must learn to live by the rules as they 
will be compelled to do in any adult society 
worth keeping. 
But students will be students and let’s not 
be too hard on them. They are young, idealistic 
and love to champion causes. They are also in 
many instances foolish and misguided but weren’t 
we all once? And wasn’t it fun?

SNOOPING AND UNCLE SAM 
Three days of hearings by a Senate Judiciary 
subcommittee into the use of psychological tests 
by the federal government begin on Monday 
(June 7). 
TRUE OR FALSE: “ I am contented with my sex 
life." 
The question comes not from some college 
class experiment in personality profiles, but 
from a deadly serious test given to job seekers 
by the federal government, according to Rep. 
Cornelius E. Gallagher (D N.J.), chairman of a 
House Government Operations subcommittee 
on government snooping among its own em­ 
ployees. 
Gallagher is one of a dedicated group of law­ 
makers who have become aroused by alleged 
government invasion of privacy in this area. 
Another House Gmvernment Operations sub­ 
committee headed by Rep. John E. Moss (D- 
C&lif.) after hearings last year issued a report 
recommending a number of changes in the 
government’s polygraph (lie detector) practices. 
A Senate Judiciary subcommittee on adminis­ 
trative practice and procedure headed by Ed­ 
ward V. Long (D Mo.) has been holding hear­ 
ings on the opening of first class mail and the 
use of electronic snooping devices. And now a 
Senate Judiciary subcommittee chaired by Sam 
J. Ervin, Jr. (D N.C.) is continuing its study of 
“to what extent psychological testing is used 
in government or financed by federal funds, 
and how the constitutional rights of federal 
employees are affected by it.” 
THE USE OF LIE DETECTORS on federal 
employees has long been a matter of con­ 
gressional investigation, despite the growing 
dubiety about the value of polygraph tests. F.B.I. 
Director J. Edgar Hoover told the Warren Com­ 
mission in its investigation of President Ken­ 
nedy's assassination: “ The F. B. I. feels that 
the 
polygraph technique 
is not sufficiently 
precise to permit absolute judgments of decep­ 
tion or truth without qualifications." 


More recently, F. B. I. spokesmen on May 25 
told the Moss subcommittee that while the 
polygraph is useful, it can be fooled by alcohol, 
drugs, and spies. They said that they do not 
consider the instrument good enough for screen­ 
ing their own personnel. 
Washington state in March adopted a measure 
ruling out an employer’s use of a lie detector 
in questioning current or prospective em­ 
ployees. Five 
states — Alaska, California, 
Massachusetts, Oregon, and Rhode Island — 
have sim ilar laws, and measures are under 
consideration in a handful of other states. 
The U.S. CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION has 
long opposed the use of psychological tests of 
a personal nature in selecting employees. De­ 
spite Civil Service discouragement, however, 
the tests are given by the Labor Department, 
the Peace Corps, the Interior Department, and 
the Defense Department, Rep. Gallagher told 
the House on May 17. The Export-Import Bank 
on April 20 forbade such tests. 
The State Department had reviewed the use of 
this type of testing with the advice of outside 
experts. But on April 1 Sen. Ervin charged 
that the department had not given up testing 
its people on their “ innermost 
thoughts, at­ 
titudes, and religion.’’ An earlier report by 
Ervin’s group indicated 
that government ap­ 
plicants were asked about sex dreams, how often 
they prayed, belief in the hereafter, and whether 
they entertained thoughts “ too bad to talk about.’* 
Short of congressional inquiry, federal agencies 
are curiously devious about security tests. In 
the Dulles-McCarthy days it was denied on the 
highest authority, for example, 
that State 
Department employees were asked what maga­ 
zines they read. Nevertheless, they had been.

General Accounting Office’s an­ 
nual report says unnecessary costs have been 
•incurred by the Air Force because of “ in­ 
sufficient attention” to use of aircraft repair 
parts kits and particularly the procurement of

-used rarely. Analyzing the volume and cost of 
unused parts from 1,527 kits and, projecting 
the results, said the GAO, indicated the cost of 
the unneeded kit parts procured at four locations 
exceeded $10 million.

A MEASURE OF CIVILIZATION 
“ Some folks may not think food 
is a very exciting story in this 
age of rockets and planned moon 
trips. But these poor souls just 
haven't been very close to what 
has been developing and what 


will continue to happen.” 
These 
words 
came from 
President Herrell DeGraff of 
the American Meat Institute, 
which is the national trade or­ 
ganization of the packing indus­ 
try. They provide the conclusion 
to a talk in which he traced 
the amazing changes in food 
production and distribution that 
have 
taken place in the last 
century. The farmer of today 
has tools, 
mechanical 
and 
chemical, plus a vast abundance 
of scientific knowledge, that 
would have seemed inconceiv­ 
able to our forefathers. And 
there is a vast industrial com­ 
plex which exists to serve his 
needs and demands. 
Then, as Mr. DeGraff went 
on to show, 
these advances 
have been paralleled by equally 
amazing advances in food pro­ 
cessing. The time the housewife 
must give to the preparation and 
service of her family's meals 
has been cut again and again. 
And the processed and prepared 
foods cost very little more — 
in some cases, they acutally 
cost less than if the raw ma-- 
terlals were bought and utilized 
at a far larger expense in terms 
of labor. 
All this is only the beginning. 
The food store of tomorrow will 
be very different from that of 
today, precisely as that of to­ 
day is so different from that of 
yesterday. 
To 
take one 
example, 
Mr. Degraff cites 
meat. 
More and more of 11 
will be sold in processed anc 
packaged form, as the prob­ 
lems connected with this are 
solved — and every effort is 
being given to solving them. 
The goal is to provide a bet­ 
ter product at the most moder­ 
ate cost. 
It is a fascinating prospect. 
And Mr. DeGraff makes another 
big point. Over a period of 
about 75 years, food costs as a 
percentage of American family 
income have gone down from 
50 per cent to less than 20 per 
cent. In his words, “ Ihave come 
to believe that the very advance 
of civilization is revealed in 
the degree and the rate at which 
food expenditures as a percent 
of income move downward.”

VICTORY FOR FREEDOM 
The Supreme Court of 
the 
United States has now made it 
clear beyond question that state 
right-to-work laws are con­ 
stitutional, and that the state 
courts have the power to en­ 
force these laws which, in ef­ 
fect, give a worker the right 
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to gain and hold a job whether 
or not he is a union member. 
The decision was unanimous — 
8 to 0. Justice Goldberg did 
not participate, as he 
was 
formerly Secretary of Labor 
and so might have been con­ 
sidered a prejudiced party to 
the dispute. 
This action concerned 
an 
argument that federal law took 
precedence, that the issue must 
be decided by the 
National 
Labor Relations Board, and that 
the state courts were without 
authority. This was the argu­ 
ment that the court rejected. 
The right of the states to pro­ 
hibit 
unwilling, compulsory 
union membership, if they so 
choose, is now firmly estab­ 
lished. 
Right-to-work laws are 
in 
effect in 20 states. Strong move­ 
ments are constanUy afoot to 
pass them in additional states. 
Under their terms, no employer 
can discriminate against a man 
because he joins a union -- and 
no union can prevent this em­ 
ployment if he chooses not to 
join. He is a free man, who can 
accept or reject the union's of­ 
ferings without penalty. 
. It might be added that these 
laws make for more effective 
unions, doing a better job for 
their members -- for, under 
them, they must gain member­ 
ship on the basis of service 
Instead of compulsion. The Su­ 
preme Court's unanimous deci­ 
sion is a victory for freedom, 
and for one of the most funda­ 
mental of human rights — the 
right to work.

Columnist Henry J. Taylor 
writes: “ The 
life line of 
America is the line of essential 
processes between food in the 
field and food on the table. More 
than a quarter of our working 
population is employed in some 
phase of the food business. 
This makes it the largest pri­ 
vate enterprise in the world. 
Moreover, by advances in types 
and packaging, the housewife's 
kitchen time has been reduced to 
an average daily 1 1/2 hours 
compared with 5 1/2 not many 
years ago.” 
Mr. Taylor then draws a com­ 
parison 
between this country 
and the Soviet Union (which, 
despite its vast natural 
re­ 
sources, seems to be in a con­ 
stant state of semicrisis over 
food production as well as the 
production of Just about all 
other consumer goods): “ While 
communism puts the feet of the 
world in marching boots, this 
country was built by freedom, 
tools and ambition. The Ameri­ 
can way places the emphasis on 
personal 
responsibility — in 
our homes, our farms, our work 
places, large and small. The 
Soviet way places all respon­ 
sibility in the hands of an all- 
powerful bureaucracy. Russia's 
center is the Kremlin. Amer­ 
ica's 
center is America's 
crossroads. There is no agri­ 
cultural or industrial heart of 
America. The heart of America 
is everywhere, in all free ef­ 
forts.” 


We, as consumers, see this 
every day — not only when we 
buy food, out of the endless 
abundance our stores offer, but 
when we buy any other kind 
of goods. The retail store — 
chain or Independent, big or 
little -- is, in a way, the show 
place of the nation. Far more 
Important, it is symbolic of a 
free system in which 
every 
producer, whatever his craft or 
profession, has the right and 
the voluntary obligation to make 
the most of his abilities and his 
ambitions.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON — President 
Johnson now has four vacancies 
to be filled on the U<S. Court c£ 
Appeals, fifth circuit, and the 
selection of these judges will 
influence Southern race prob­ 
lems for the next decade. 
T7ie fifth circuit tribunal tor 
the South, extending from Texas 
to Florida, and if President 
Johnson, first Southerner to oc­ 
cupy the White House in a hun­ 
dred years, appoints the friends 
of Southern Senators to these 
positions, much of his courage­ 
ous work tor improved race re­ 
lations will be stymied. If on 
the other hand he appoints 
judges of the caliber picked by 
Eisenhower, race relations in 
the South wUl go forward. 
At the moment its reported 
Johnson is planning to appoint 
his old friend Jim Coleman, 
ex-Govemor of Mississippi, to 
the fifth circuit bench. Cole­ 
man and Johnson got to know 
each other when the President 
was a young assistant to a Tex­ 
as Congressman and Coleman 
was assistant to a Mississippi 
Congressman. They have been 
friends ever since. 
The ex-Govemor of Mis­ 
sissippi is a persuasive law­ 
yer and a charming, likeable 
man. He has handled the de­ 
fense of the Mlsssissippi Con­ 
gressmen, in the move to un­ 
seat them, with skill and bril­ 
liance. 
But as governor he signed 
into being the Mississippi 8tate 
Sovereignty Commission, which 
became the watchdog tor white 
supremacy and allocated funds 
to the White Citizens Council 
and to lobby against the Civil 
Rights BUI. 
When running for governor 
against Paul Johnson, Coleman 
also bragged how he had taken 
care of the Integration prob­ 
lem at the University of Mis­ 
sissippi by having the Missis­ 
sippi highway patrol pick up 
Clennon King, who wanted to 
register at CXe Miss, and put 
him in the Whitfield insane 
asylum. 
Coleman's appointment is be-

ing pushed by Sen. John Sten- 
nis of Mississippi, who snubbed 
Lady Bird Johnson when she 
toured the South last fall. 
When Southern judges came 
up for appointment under the 
late John F. Kennedy, 
Sen. 
Eastland, D-Miss., 
chairman 
of the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, exercised considerable 
Influence. As a result, some of 
the most reactionary appoint­ 
ments of a decade were made 
under Kennedy, including UJ5. 
District Judge Harold Cox, 
Eastland's classmate at Ole 
Miss, who dismissed the indict­ 
ments against the alleged mur­ 
ders of the PhUadelphia, Miss., 
civU rights workers; Judges 
Frank Ellis and Gordon West of 
Louisiana; and Judge Robert El­ 
liott of Georgia, who, after the 
Supreme 
Court 
had 
ruled 
against segregation, decreed 
that the Supreme Court was 
wrong. 
In contrast, Eisenhower ap­ 
pointed Judge John Minor Wis­ 
dom to the Court of Appeals in 
New Orleans, John R. Brown to 
the same court in Houston, and 
Elbert Tuttle to the Fifth Cir­ 
cuit Court in Georgia — all 
among the finest judges in the 
nation. 
President Johnson has done 
more tor the Negro cause than 
any President since Abraham 
Lincoln. Friends say he is not 
likely to undo this achievement 
to appease some of his old 
cronies on the Senate Judiciary 
Committee.

ALLIANCE BREAKING UP

troversies In public affarls so 
far in this year 1965 have had 
one effect which few expected. 
They have driven a broad wedge 
between long-time allies in the 
cause of statism. 
For more than thirty years 
in America a certain type of 
academic ideologue 
provided 
high-sounding justifications for 
the amassing of power in the 
central government, while the 
political leaders in that gov­ 
ernment reaped a harvest of 
votes and the bureaucrats a har­ 
vest of officers. This was the 
heart of the statist alliance. 
Few voters would have given 
leaders 
and bureaucrats so 
much power if the socialist 
thinkers had not made it seem 
the only humanitarian thing to 
do. Few socialist thinkers of 
the academic type could actually

exactly 26,456,000 workers be­ 
longing to unions throughout 
North and South America. 
We are in steady communica­ 
tion, and he has authorized this 
column to use a statement from 
him which says bluntly that it is 
“ obviously foolish” to believe 
there was no Communist terror 
inside the rebel lines. 
Senor Jauregul (H) is a friend 
of Juan Bosch. But Senor 
Jauregul, as General Secretary 
of the powerful Inter-Amerl 
can Regional Organization 
Workers (ORIT) is a realist. 
His view is not from the ivory 
tower. 
Headquarters of his affiliated 
unions throughout Latin Ameri­ 
ca and the Caribbean have been 
blasted by Communist action 
squads. His colleagues have 
been sniped at by hidden sharp­ 
shooters.

“ It would be obviously foolish 
not to recognize that Commu­ 
nist elements have intervened 
in the conflict and have caused 
a worsening of the situation by 
their agitation and terrorist 
methods and so created chaos 
and 
anarchy,” 
says Arturo 
Jauregul, in the official ORIT 
statement dispatched from his 
headquarters 
at 
Apartado 
Postal 7039, Plaz de la Re­ 
pública 30, Mexico, D. F. 
"We should unite against these 
elements and fight to over­ 
come them, not only in the Dom­ 
inican Republic, but in all the 
countries of the American con­ 
tinent.” 
Senor Jauregul states that 
and his colleagues have 
"moral authority” to express 
themselves. Why? Because they 
befriended 
Juan Bosch with 
more than moral support. And 
they deplored his ouster from 
the presidency. And they did 
not abandon him. 
Having established this, Senor 
Jauregul and his colleagues 
firmly charge the Organization 
of American States with having 
moved too slowly.

• Furthermore, ORIT hails the 
swift Intervention of the U.S. 
“ It would also be unjust to 
call the steps taken by the 
U. S. similar or equivalent to 
earlier 
unilateral decisions 
which 
caused so much de­ 
terioration in inter-American 
relations,” says Senor Jauregul 
in this message to the world of 
the 
Western 
Hemisphere, 
throughout which his union af­ 
filiates stretch. 
“ For this reason, we 
are 
confident that U. S. participa­ 
tion, originally inspired by hu­ 
manitarian motives, will co­ 
operate with the OAS mission 
to bring an end to hostilities 
and will aid in the work of re­ 
establishing democratic

The ORIT statement praises 
the U. S. forces.

. . . on the one hand has enabled 
thousands of persons to be saved 
and at the same time under 
the guidance of the OAS com­ 
mission has contributed to mak­ 
ing the hostilities of civil war 
less cruel.” 
Then Senor Jauregul lays it 
right on the line with a few 
words which should be read to 
every teach-in. 
" . . .The Intervention by the 
U.S. has provoked a psycholo­ 
gical and doctrinaire reaction 
corresponding to the traditional 
Latin American feelings about 
intervention of armed forces of 
one country in the internal af­ 
fairs of another,” he said. 
“ This could have been avoided 
if 
there had been greater 
urgency in the action of the

ORIT now calls on the OAS 
“ to explain to A meric an opinion 
its activities since the moment 
It became aware of the present 
crisis in the Dominican Re­ 
public.” Also to give “ a report 
in the greatest possible detail 
about the activities of the armed 
forces of the U.S. in the Domini­ 
can Republic,” and "to publish 
a complete report on the nature 
of the Internal and external 
elements participating in 
this most disturbing conflict.”

No freedom is absolute. 
Responsibility must accompany any form of 
freedom or freedom becomes anarchy and chaos. 
That’s the lesson that’s to be learned from the 
student unrest demonstrations that have erupted 
in California, New York, Pennsylvania and Flori­ 
da. It’s not a new one. 
Students always have been students. They love 
to demonstrate and most of them are suckers 
for mob psychology. Many of today’s conserva­ 
tives were liberals, even radicals, on the col­ 
lege campuses of yesterday. 
So viewing with alarm should be tempered with 
I remember when. 
Some college administrations have been lax. 
They have emphasized freedom to the point of 
encouraging anarchy. 
Parents are to blame. They have not disciplined 
their children or taught them responsibility. 
Life for youngsters has been too easy — a bore. 
In some instances Communists have joined in 
demonstrations because they provide another op­ 
portunity for them to capitalize on trouble in 
this country. 
A Los Angeles newspaper recently interviewed 
a group of University of California students at 
Berkeley. They deplored the demonstrations and 
spoke out strongly against the use by some stu­ 
dents of obscene posters. 
Vulgar language on a placard carried by a 
picket is easy to identify. It involves no prob - 
lems such as those confronting those well 
meaning persons, who often are misguided in ef­ 
forts to decide what is art and what is literature. 
Any student who tries to turn a demonstration 
into a riot and who insists on parading vulgarity 
should be bounced into jail promptly. College 
authorities should then give him walking papers 
out of the institution of higher learning. This 
should never be allowed to become a problem. 
One effective way to channel student energies 
along wholesome lines is to encourage them 
to check legal procedures by which they can 
promote their ideas before they act. 
This involves good two-way communications 
between the students and the college adminis­ 
trators, a more difficult task admittedly in 
the large universities, which are operated on 
a more impersonal basis. Parents can lay a 
good foundation for exemplary student conduct 
by teaching their children to have respect for 
the law and for legal processes. 
A properly conducted demonstration can 
be 
educational for the students. One improperly 
and illegally staged can become a catastrophe. 
Students should know what their rights are. 
They must learn to live by the rules as they 
will be compelled to do in any adult society 
worth keeping. 
But students will be students and let’s not 
be too hard on them. They are young, idealistic 
and love to champion causes. They are also in 
many instances foolish and misguided but weren’t 
we all once? And wasn’t it fun?

SNOOPING AND UNCLE SAM 
Three days of hearings by a Senate Judiciary 
subcommittee into the use of psychological tests 
by the federal government begin on Monday 
(June 7). 
TRUE OR FALSE; “ I am contented with my sex 
life.” 
The question comes not from some college 
class experiment in personality profiles, but 
from a deadly serious test given to job seekers 
by the federal 
government, according to Rep. 
Cornelius E. Gallagher (D N.J.), chairman of a 
House Government Operations subcommittee 
on government snooping among its own em­ 
ployees. 
Gallagher is one of a dedicated group of law­ 
makers who have become aroused by alleged 
government invasion of privacy in this area. 
Another House Gmvernment Operations sub­ 
committee headed by Rep. John E. Moss (D- 
C&lif.) after hearings last year issued a report 
recommending a number of changes in the 
government’s polygraph (lie detector) practices. 
A Senate Judiciary subcommittee on adminis­ 
trative practice and procedure headed by Ed­ 
ward V. Long (D Mo.) has been holding hear­ 
ings on the opening of first class mail and the 
use of electronic snooping devices. And now a 
Senate Judiciary subcommittee chaired by Sam 
J. Ervin, Jr. (D N.C.) is continuing its study of 
“to what extent psychological testing is used 
in government or financed by federal funds, 
and how the constitutional rights of federal 
employees are affected by it.*’ 
THE USE OF LIE DETECTORS on federal 
employees has long been a matter of con­ 
gressional investigation, despite the growing 
dubiety about the value of polygraph tests. F.B.I. 
Director J. Edgar Hoover told the Warren Com­ 
mission in its investigation of President Ken­ 
nedy’s assassination: “The F. B. I. feels that 
the 
polygraph technique 
is not sufficiently 
precise to permit absolute judgments of decep­ 
tion or truth without qualifications.” 


More recently, F. B. I. spokesmen on May 25 
told the Moss subcommittee that while the 
polygraph is useful, it can be fooled by alcohol, 
drugs, and spies. They said that they do not 
consider the instrument good enough for screen­ 
ing their own personnel. 
Washington state in March adopted a measure 
ruling out an employer’s use of a lie detector 
in questioning current or prospective em ­ 
ployees. Five 
states — Alaska, California, 
Massachusetts, Oregon, and Rhode Island — 
have sim ilar laws, and measures are under 
consideration in a handful of other states. 
The U.S. CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION has 
long opposed the use of psychological tests of 
a personal nature in selecting employees. De­ 
spite Civil Service discouragement, however, 
the tests are given by the Labor Department, 
the Peace Corps, the Interior Department, and 
the Defense Department, Rep. Gallagher told 
the House on May 17. The Export-Import Bank 
on April 20 forbade such tests. 
The State Department had reviewed the use of 
this type of testing with the advice of outside 
experts. But on April 1 Sen. Ervin charged 
that the department had not given up testing 
its people on their “ innermost 
thoughts, at­ 
titudes, and religion.*’ An earlier report by 
Ervin’s group indicated 
that government ap­ 
plicants were asked about sex dream s, how often 
they prayed, belief in the hereafter, and whether 
they entertained thoughts “ too bad to talk about.’* 
Short of congressional inquiry, federal agencies 
are curiously devious about security tests. In 
the Dulles-McCarthy days it was denied on the 
highest authority, for example, 
that State 
Department employees were asked what maga­ 
zines they read. Nevertheless, they had been.

A MEASURE OF CIVILIZATION 
“ Some folks may not think food 
is a very exciting story in this 
age of rockets and planned moon 
trips. But these poor souls just 
haven't been very close to what 
has been developing and what 


will continue to happen.**

words 
came 
from 
President Herrell DeGraff of 
the American Meat Institute, 
which is the national trade or­ 
ganization of the packing indus­ 
try. They provide the conclusion 
to a talk in which he traced 
the amazing changes in food 
production and distribution that 
have 
taken place in the last 
century. The farmer of today 
has tools, 
mechanical 
and 
chemical, plus a vast abundance 
of scientific knowledge, that 
would have seemed inconceiv­ 
able to our forefathers. And 
there is a vast industrial com­ 
plex which exists to serve his 
needs and demands. 
Then, as Mr. DeGraff went 
on to show, 
these advances 
have been paralleled by equally 
amazing advances in food pro­ 
cessing. The time the housewife 
must give to the preparation and 
service of her family’s meals 
has been cut again and again. 
And the processed and prepared 
foods cost very little more — 
in some cases, 
they acutally 
cost less than if the raw ma-- 
te rials were bought and utilized 
at a far larger expense in terms 
of labor. 
All this is only the beginning. 
The food store of tomorrow will 
be very different from that of 
today, precisely as that of to­ 
day is so different from that of 
yesterday. 
To 
take one 
example, 
Mr. Degraff cites 
meat. 
More and more of il 
will be sold in processed anc 
packaged form, as the prob­ 
lems connected with this are 
solved — and every effort is 
being given to solving them. 
The goal is to provide a bet­ 
ter product at the most moder­ 
ate cost. 
It is a fascinating prospect. 
And Mr. DeGraff makes another 
big point. Over a period of 
about 75 years, food costs as a 
percentage of American family 
Income have gone down from 
50 per cent to less than 20 per 
cent. In his words, “ Ihave come 
to believe that the very advance 
of civilization is revealed in 
the degree and the rate at which 
food expenditures as a percent 
of income move downward.**

to gain and hold a job whether 
or not he is a union member. 
The decision was unanimous — 
8 to 0. Justice Goldberg did

This action concerned 
an 
argument that federal law took 
precedence, that the issue must 
be decided by the 
National 
Labor Relations Board, and that 
the state courts were without 
authority. This was the argu­ 
ment that the court rejected. 
The right of the states to pro­ 
hibit 
unwilling, compulsory 
union membership, if they so 
choose, is now firmly estab­ 
lished. 
Right-to-work laws are 
in 
effect in 20 states. Strong move­ 
ments are constantly afoot to 
pass them in additional states. 
Under their terms, no employer 
can discriminate against a man 
because he joins a union -- and 
no union can prevent this em­ 
ployment if he chooses not to 
Join. He is a free man, who can 
accept or reject the union’s of­ 
ferings without penalty. 
. It might be added that these 
laws make for more effective 
unions, doing a better Job for 
their members -- for, under 
them, they must gain member­ 
ship on the basis of service 
Instead of compulsion. The Su­ 
preme Court's unanimous deci­ 
sion is a victory for freedom, 
and for one of the most funda­ 
mental of human rights --th e 
right to work.

The heart of America 
is everywhere, in all free ef­

We, as consumers, see this 
every day — not only when we 
buy food, out of the endless 
abundance our stores offer, but 
when we buy any other kind 
of goods. The retail store — 
chain or Independent, big or 
little -- is, in a way, the show 
place of the nation. Far more

The Supreme Court of 
the 
United States has now made it 
clear beyond question that state 
right-to-work laws are con­ 
stitutional, and that the state 
courts have the power to en­ 
force these laws which, in ef­ 
fect, give a worker the right 


WASHINGTON — President 
Johnson now has four vacancies 
to be filled on the UJ5. Court of 
Appeals, fifth circuit, and the 
selection of these judges will 
influence Southern race prob­ 
lems for the next decade. 
The fifth circuit tribunal tor 
the South, extending from Texas 
to 
Florida, and if President 
Johnson, first Southerner to oc­ 
cupy the White House in a hun­ 
dred years, appoints the friends 
of Southern Senators to these 
positions, much of his courage­ 
ous work tor improved race re­ 
lations will be stymied. If on 
the other hand he appoints 
judges of the caliber picked by 
Eisenhower, race relations in 
the South will go forward. 
At the moment its reported 
Johnson is planning to appoint 
his old friend Jim Coleman, 
ex-Govemor of Mississippi, to 
the fifth circuit bench. Cole­ 
man and Johnson got to know 
each other when the President 
was a young assistant to a Tex­ 
as Congressman and Coleman 
was assistant to a Mississippi 
Congressman. They have been 
friends ever since. 
The ex-Govemor of Mis­ 
sissippi is a persuasive law­ 
yer and a charming, likeable 
man. He has handled the de­ 
fense of the Misssisslppi Con­ 
gressmen, in the move to un­ 
seat them, with skill and bril­ 
liance. 
But as governor he signed 
into being the Mississippi 8tate 
Sovereignty Commission, which 
became the watchdog tor white 
supremacy and allocated funds 
to the White Citizens Council 
and to lobby against the Civil 
Rights BUI. 
When running for governor 
against Paul Johnson, Coleman 
also bragged how he had taken 
care of the integration prob­ 
lem at the University of Mis­ 
sissippi by having the Missis­ 
sippi highway patrol pick up 
Clennon King, who wanted to 
register at Ole Miss, and put 
him in the Whitfield insane 
asylum. 
Coleman's appointment is be-

ing pushed by Sen. John Sten- 
nis of Mississippi, who snubbed 
Lady Bird Johnson when she 
toured the South last toll. 
When Southern judges came 
up for appointment under the 
late John F. Kennedy, 
Sen. 
Eastland, D*Miss., 
chairman 
of the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, exercised considerable 
influence. As a result, some of 
the most reactionary appoint­ 
ments of a decade were made 
under Kennedy, including UjS. 
District 
Judge 
Harold Cox, 
Eastland's classmate at Ole 
Miss, who dismissed the indict­ 
ments against the alleged mur­ 
ders of the Philadelphia, Miss., 
civil rights workers; 
Judges 
Frank Ellis and Gordon West of 
Louisiana; and Judge Robert El­ 
liott of Georgia, who, after the 
Supreme 
Court 
had 
ruled 
against 
segregation, decreed 
that the Supreme Court was 
wrong. 
In contrast, Eisenhower ap­ 
pointed Judge John Minor Wis­ 
dom to the Court of Appeals in 
New Orleans, John R. Brown to 
the same court in Houston, and 
Elbert Tuttle to the Fifth Cir­ 
cuit Court in Georgia — all 
among the finest judges in the 
nation. 
President Johnson has done 
more for the Negro cause than 
any President since Abraham 
Lincoln. Friends say he is not 
likely to undo this achievement 
to appease some of his old 
cronies on the Senate Judiciary 
Committee.

There Is the hemlspherlcally 
Influential Senor Arturo Jaure- 
gul Hurtado, whose voice — 
though strong — is lost In the 
U.S. 
because he

Mexico City. 
There, he Is the leader 
of 
exactly 26,456,000 workers be­ 
longing to unions throughout 
North and South America. 
We are In steady communica­ 
tion, and he has authorized this 
column to use a statement from 
him which says bluntly that It Is 
“ obviously foolish" to believe 
there was no Communist terror 
Inside the rebel lines. 
Senor Jauregul (H) Is a friend 
of 
Juan Bosch. 
But Senor 
Jauregul, as General Secretary 
of the powerful Inter-Ameri­ 
can Regional Organization of 
Workers (ORIT) Is a realist. 
His view Is not from the ivory 
tower. 
Headquarters of his affiliated 
unions throughout Latin Ameri­ 
ca and the Caribbean have been 
blasted by Communist action 
squads. His 
colleagues have 
been sniped at by hidden sharp­ 
shooters. 
Thus he speaks with the voice 
of a man who has not found it 
easy to fight for democracy 
on 
the ever - shifting front 
lines of Inner-city as well as 
rural guerrilla warfare. 
“ It would be obviously foolish 
not to recognize that Commu­ 
nist elements have Intervened 
in the conflict and have caused 
a worsening of the situation by 
their agitation and terrorist

suffrage. . . ." 
The ORIT statement praises 
the U. S. forces. 
“ . . . We have to point out 
that the unilateral action by 
the armed forces of the U.S. 
. . . on the one hand has enabled 
thousands of persons to be saved 
and at the same time under 
the guidance of the OAS com­ 
mission has contributed to mak­ 
ing the hostilities of civil war 
less cruel." 
Then Senor Jauregul lays 
It 
right on the line with a few 
words which should be read to 
every teach-in. 
“ . . .The Intervention by the 
U.S. has provoked a psycholo­ 
gical and doctrinaire reaction 
corresponding to the traditional 
Latin American feelings about 
Intervention of armed forces of 
one country In the Internal af­ 
fairs of another,»* he said. 
“ This could have been avoided 
If 
there had been greater 
urgency In the action of the 
International 
Inter - govern­ 
mental 
organizations 
con­ 
cerned, as the situation re ­ 
quired. . .*» 
ORIT now calls on the OAS 
“ to explain to American opinion 
Its activities since the moment 
it became aware of the present 
crisis In the Dominican Re­ 
public." Also to give “ a report 
in the greatest possible detail 
about the activities of the armed 
forces of the U.S. In the Domini­ 
can Republic," and “ to publish 
a complete report on the nature 
of the Interna] and external 
elements participating In 
this most disturbing conflict.»' 
So speaks the man who has 
eschewed 
“ gringo** propa­ 
ganda. So speaks the man who 
seeks a square deal for his 
working people, but does not 
mock as “ tyrants" the U.S. 
firms which have raised Latin 
American living standards by 
investing billions of dollars In 
nations such as Venezuela. 
So speaks a friend of all free 
people.

PREPARE GRAIN DINS FOR 
SMALL GRAIN STORAGE 
As I have travelled around 
over Stoddard County recently, 
I have noticed that wheat Is 
turning pretty rapidly, so sm all 
grain harvest la almost here. 
Grain bins In which sm all grain 
Is to be stored should be pre­ 
pared (or the storage of this 
grain. Certain practices used 
prior to and at harvest time 
will do much to help keep the 
grain clean and free of insect 
damage. 
The first step, and a very 
Important 
one, 
In the pre­ 
paration of the grain bln Is 
to thoroughly clean the bln. 
Old grain should be removed 
from the bln as new grain 
should never be stored on top 
of old grain. If new grain Is 
stored with old grain, the old 
grain will serve as a source 
of insect Infestation for the 
new grain. After old grain has 
been removed from the bln, all 
dirt and trash Including all 
grain in cracks and corners 
should be cleaned out. All grain 
that might have sifted out around 
and under the bin should also 
be cleaned up. In addition to 
cleaning the bln, any repairs 
should be made to make the 
bln rat, mouse, and bird proof. 
After the bln has been cleaned, 
all Interior surfaces should be 
sprayed with either methoxy- 
chlor or malathlon until wet, 
but not to the point of run-off. 
Methoxychlor is recommended 
at the rate of three-fourths 
pint to 25 percent emulslfiable 
concentrate per gallon of water, 
and malathlon should be applied 
at the rate of one-third pint 
of 57% emulslfiable concentrate 
per gallon of water. 
Small grain should be stored 
on the farm only when the 
moisture content of the grain 
is 13 percent or less unless 


drying facilities are to be used. 
Storing grain with a higher 
moisture content will encourage 
Insect troubles. 
The use of malathlon as a 
grain protectant offers one of 
the cheapest and most effective 
methods of Insect control In 
stored grain available to date. 
Grain that Is dry and free of 
Insects at the time of storage 
can be protected for as long 
as one year by the proper use 
of malathlon. For this treat­ 
ment, mix one pint of 57 per­ 
cent premium grade malathlon 
emulslfiable 
concentrate 
In 
from two to five gallons of 
water and treat 1000 bushels 
of grain with this amount. Or, 
you can use a one percent 
premium grade malathlon dust 
at the rate of 50 pounds per 
1000 bushels of grain, but be 
certain that the dust is labeled 
specifically as a grain pro­ 
tectant. Tlie protectant should 
be applied either to the grain 
stream as It comes out of the 
combine or to the grain as it 
Is elevated Into the bln. 


After the grain has been put 
Into the bln, the surface of the 
grain should be leveled and 
sprayed with the malathlon pro­ 
tectant. For this purpose, use 
one - half pint of 57 percent 
premium 
grade 
malathlon 
emulslfiable concentrate In one 
to two gallons of water and 
treat 1000 square feet of sur­ 
face area with this amount. 
After this is done, the grain 
surface should not be disturbed, 
and forced air should not be 
used as both will destroy the 
effectiveness of the protectant. 
Following these steps in mak­ 
ing preparation to store grain 
will do much to Insure that 
the quality of the grain Is main­ 
tained while the grain is in 
storage.

Although the program has been 
simplified by elimination of the 
gin sign up, it provides standby 
authority for CCC to purchase 
cottonseed directly from gin- 
ners or producers in any lo­ 
cality if this Is necessary to 
make the program effective.

change

simplification in the program 
does not affect the level of sup­ 
port to producers which re­ 
mains at $43 per ton basis grade 
100, approximately 68.6 per 
cent of the April parity price 
of $62.70 per ton. 
Offerings of cottonseed pro­ 
ducts from oil mills will 
be 
received through July 1966 or 
a later date approved by CCC. 
The standby authorization for 
purchases of cottonseed from 
farm ers and ginners extends 
from the earliest date of gin­ 
ning through February of 1966. 


82 Per Cent 
Cotton Picked 
By Machines 


HAYTI -- Missouri farm ers 
harvested a record amount of 
their 1964 cotton crop with me­ 
chanical pickers. 
Machines 
were used to harvest 82 per 
cent of the crop, while 15 per 
cent was hand picked and 2 per 
cent was 
hand snapped. The 
consumer and Marketing Ser­ 
vice's Haytl cotton classing of­ 
fice's annual survey of harvest­ 
ing methods and turnouts re ­ 
vealed these figures. 
Paul W. Karban, officer 
In 
charge, said the yearly su r­ 
veys conducted by the USDA 
office show a rapid Increase in 
the use of machine pickers In 
the bootheel. Twelve years ago, 
only one per cent was har­ 
vested by this method. During 
the 1963 season, 7 3 per cent was 
mechanically picked and 23 per 
cent was hand picked. 


Turnouts In M issouri for the 
1964 season were 
about 
the 
same as that of the 1963 crop 
year. Hand picked cotton av­ 
eraged a 36 per cent turnout 
compared 
to 34 per cent a 
year earlier. Machine picked 
cotton showed an average turn­ 
out of 32 per cent compared to 
33 per cent the preceding year. 
M a c h i n e 
scrapped 
cotton 
showned an average turnout of 
23 per cent. Information for 
this type harvest Is not avail­ 
able for the preceding year. 
Ginning charges In the Boot­ 
heel averaged $19.40 per 500 
pound gross weight bale for the 
1964 
season. This figure In­ 
cludes the cost of bagging and 
ties and the many services that 
Missouri ginners perform for 
the farm ers. The national av­ 
erage for ginning charges was 
$16.78 per bale. The lowest

As I have travelled around 
over Stoddard County recently, 
1 have noticed that wheat Is 
turning pretty rapidly, so small 
grain harvest Is almost here. 
Grain bins In which small grain 
Is to ho stored should lie pre­ 
pared for the storage of this 
grain. Certain practices used 
prior to and at harvest time 
will do much to help keep the 
grain clean and free of Insect 
damage. 
The first step, and a very 
Important 
one, 
In the pre­ 
paration of the grain bln Is 
to thoroughly clean the bln. 
Old grain should lie removed 
from the bln as new grain 
should never lie stored on top 
of old grain. If new grain Is 
stored with old grain, the old 
grain will serve as a source 
of Insect infestation for the 
new grain. After old grain has 
been removed from the bln, all 
dirt and trash Including all 
grain In cracks and corners 
should he cleaned out. All grain 
that might have sifted out around 
and under the bln should also 
be cleaned up. In addition to 
cleaning the bln, any repairs 
should be made to make the 
bln rat, mouse, and bird proof. 
After the bln has been cleaned, 
all Interior surfaces should be 
sprayed with either methoxy- 
chlor or malathlon until wet, 
but not to the point of run-off. 
Methoxychlor Is recommended 
at the rate of three-fourths 
pint to 25 percent emulslflable 
concentrate per gallon of water, 
and malathlon should tie applied 
at the rate of one-third pint 
of 57% emulslflable concentrate 
per gallon of water. 
Small grain should be stored 
on the farm only when the 
moisture content of the grain 
is 13 percent or less unless

Man and boy, I have lH«en 
in the newspaper writing field 
for many years during which 
I have covered a variety of 
subjects. My first Impeach­ 
ment proceedings, 
however, 
was at Cardwell the other even­ 
ing in which the town’s board 
of aldormen successfully ousted 
the city marshal on charges of 
failure to perform his duties. 
The trial was held under a 
seldom used Missouri law which 
grants a board of aldermen of 
fourth class cities the legal 
avenue for removing a fellow 
elective office holder from his 
position, for cause. 
In this proceeding, the Card- 
w'ell city board had originated 
the list of charges against City 
Marshal Sandy Sisk, who had 
1 been re-elected to his office 
for a third time, winning over 
four opponents in the city elec­ 
tion April 6. The state law then 
permitted the same board to 
sit as prosecutor, judge and 
jury on the impeachment action 
in which their own charges were 
the basis for action. 
Is this democracy in juris­ 
prudence? In a regular court 
of law the defendant’s rights 
have safeguards. He can be 
tried before a jury who have 
been carefully 
screened to 
establish as nearly as possible 
that the members are unbiased 
and have not pre-judged the 
case. If the defendant does not 
believe he can secure a fair 
trail In his home area he can 
call for a change of venue to 
another locality in which he can 
expect to be tried by disinter­ 
ested strangers who arrive at a 
verdict solely on the basis of 
the information brought out in 
the trial. 
All these checks and balances, 
however, are not 
available 
under the law in an impeach­ 
ment proceeding such as that 
held in Cardwell. This antique 
law smacks of the old drum­ 
head justice meted out 
in 
pioneer days, and it has no 
place in this enlightened age 
in which everyone's civil rights 
are tieing zealously guarded 
more than ever before. While 
the law is not one that is used 
frequently, still it is obviously 
unfair and should tie revised.

First, at the Steele 
turn-off on Highway 61 in south 
Pemiscot I saw what I assumed 
was an idiot pull up to the high­ 
way and stop as I approached 
from the south, but it didn't 
look to me like he was going 
to stay stopped, so I broke my 
speed and got set with the 
brakes for an eventuality. It 
happened--so help me, the guy 
pulled right out in my face 
and swung into my lane. I hit 
the brakes, the horn and the 
shoulder at the same time. 
A few miles farther north on 
61 I was approaching the Route 
U (Caruthersvllle-Braggadocto 
road) intersection where a good 
friend was killed a short time 
ago in a collision. Here again 
a car was approaching the Inter­ 
section from the east, and I 
got set again to take care of 
the situation myself if he didn't 
stop to let me pass. Sure enough, 
the nut didn't stop--just pulled 
out in front of me while I 
slowed to almost a stop to pre­ 
vent crashing into him. 
A lot of people have ideas on 
how to cut down on the traffic 
accidents, and I am among them. 
My suggestion is that the State 
Highway Patrol should drive up 
and down the highways in un­ 
marked cars, and every time 
they observe some safe-driving 
rule infraction they should stop 
that driver and give him a safe- 
driving lecture, plus a ticket if 
called for. Such on-the-spot 
driver education ought to do 
some good. I think the use of 
unmarked cars is the only thing 
that will be effective—too many 
drivers get on their best driving 
behavior when they see an easily 
identified patrol car.

Cotton 
Chopping In 


Full Swing 


KENNETT -- Cotton chopping 
is the big farm task this week 
in Southeast Missouri. The Mis­ 
souri Division of Employment 
Security 
reports that cotton 
chopping should provide work 
for all available farm labor 
through the first two weeks 
In June. 
Strawl>erry harvest is nearing 
completion except in the north­ 
ern section of the Bootheel. 
Harvesters are receiving 
7 
cents per quart for their pick­ 
ing in the Cape Girardeau area. 
During the last week of straw­ 
berry harvesting in the Kennett 
area, the Missouri State Em­ 
ployment Service placed 1,648 
workers. Cotton chopping is in 
full swing In this section this 
week and is paying a prevailing 
wage rate of $6 a day. 
Around Caruthersville cotton 
choppers are receiving 60 cents 
per hour for their labor. The 
Caruthersville employment of­ 
fice supplied five crews, and 
one crew came from Blythe- 
ville, Ark., to pick 
straw­ 
berries in Dunklin County. 
Most choppers are starting at 
60 cents an hour around Sikes­ 
ton. With the exception of a few 
farmers, most growers will de­ 
pend on a day-haul and on-the- 
farm labor for chopping. Hous­ 
ing Is limited In this area for 
cotton choppers therefore only 
a small number of out-of-area 
workers will be used. 
At the farm labor Information 
Station and Rest Camp on Sikes­ 
ton Route Two, 502 migrants 
used the facilities during the 
week ending May 23. Of this 
number, 47 were from Arkan­ 
sas and 455 from Texas. Their 
destinations were: 53 to Illi­ 
nois, 18 to Indiana, 362 to Mich­ 
igan, 62 to Ohio and seven to 
Wisconsin. Thus far 2,891 per­ 
sons have stopped at the Camp 
this year as compared to 3,112 
at this same time last year. 
Hay harvest hands are In de­ 
mand In the Cape Girardeau 
area where wages of $1 per hour 
or 2 cents per bale Is being 
paid. Cotton chopping started 
here with wages offered at 50 
cents an hour. A surplus of la­ 
bor, consisting primarily of 
school-age youth from 16 to 20 
years, Is expected to develop 
here this week. 
Crops are all In good condi­ 
tion In the Poplar Bluff sec­ 
tion. Some scattered 
cotton 
chopping Is being done with 
wages of about $6 a day being 
paid. Work crews who have 
been here for the strawberry 
harvest are wanting to leave 
for Illinois and Michigan.

It 
lacked exaggeration, ridicule, 
biting satire “fall guy.” and 
stooge There was no blood- 
and-thunder, 
mvstery, 
sus­ 
pense. romance It lacked just 
about everything considered 
essential in the comic strip 
and cartoon field.
